One of the most difficult jobs to fill 
with exactly the tht man exists in 


the cleaning department. Even after 


careful screening, Mr. Roody savs it 
may take a turnover of six or seven 
men before the proper employee is 
found. It takes on-the-job observation 
to make this selection 

The main trait sought is that of a 
“short-order cook i man who can do 
several things at one time without for 
getting to take care of any one item 
in the process. This ability will show 
itself within a week. The training in 
this department is done by Mr. Roody 
himself, because of its extreme impor 
tance 

It takes approximately three weeks 
for the trainee to learn how to operate 
the cleaning equipment and tumblers 
Not until at least four months have 
elapsed is he taught how to operate 
the still. At that time he only starts 
the unit. The other steps follow when 
this is mastered, Even filter mucking 
is by-passed in the training program 
for the first several months. 

While the training steps in eac h de- 
partment may seem to consume much 
of management's time, the end results 
more than offset this investment. Since 
each employee has the know-how and 
understands the reason for each task 
they all turn out better work 
and with the highest morale.

hard to find. Our only alternative is to 
train our own 

One training tip we have used with 

great deal of success is “marked 
garments Most of our work with 
marked garments has been with men’s 
garments since these are generally 
more standard than silks. However, 
the same idea will apply to silks as 
well as wool. I'll discuss trousers, since 
steam-air finishing forms for suit coats 
overcoats and yac kets have reduced 
the need for marked garments of this 
nature 

Here is an example of a marked 
garment. You notice we generally 
start with plain trousers and later pro- 
gress to pleated trousers. Our pattern 
for making marked garments is to se- 
lect a pair of light-colored trousers 
from the unclaimed line, if you have 
such a line. Starting with the topping 
operation—place the trousers on the 
buck of the press just as if you were 
going to finish them. After each lay is 
set, stamp the area with a number 
Nail polish or model airplane paint is 
ilso acceptable for marking. The first 
lay will be No. 1; then proceed around 
the top until all lays are completed. 
The number of lays will depend on 
the method used in your particular 
plant for topping trousers. After mark- 
ing the top, follow the same proce 
dure on the legs 

Some instructors using this tech 
nique go further by making a marked 
outline of the buck on the trousers 
is well as numbering. The use of 
steam, head pressure and vacuum can 
be tied in later as the training pro 
gresses., 

This information on marked trou- 
sers is outlined in NID Management 
Bulletin No. M-32 and in Practical 
Tips Bulletin P-11

people living in the rural areas of ou 
great country Yes, vou guessed it 
— it’s the Montgomery Ward catalog 
The Sears Roebuck catalog will also 
work 

Why do I sav this book is interest 
ing and who would it interest in yvour 
finishing department? First, it shows a 
wide variety of dresses, both plain 
ind fancy. It names the fabric and 
gives its fiber content. The dresses are 
photographed on mannequins, and the 
pictures appear just as if they were 
on live models, This is more helpful 
than you might imagine to a finisher 
to give her some idea as to how the 
finished product should look 

There is also a surprising number of 
dressmaking and tailoring terms, such 
as inverted pleat, knife pleat, kick 
pleat gored skirt, shirring, tuc ks 

There is a series of charts showing 
the various dimensions of a dress ac 
cording to given size numbers. For 
example a size 36 dress would hav 
a bust measurement of 39 inches, a 
waist measurement of 31, a hip meas 
urement of 40, a length of approxi 
mately 471%. These charts would be 
helpful to you in getting dresses back 
to their original size. 

Following on in the book we get 
into ladies’ suits. One of the things 
that seems to amaze students when 
this book is discussed is the fact that 
ladies’ garments, whether dresses 
suits or outer coats, do not have a 
pressed or mashed look but instead 
are shown as soft-finish, flowy gar- 
ments 

Following the ladies’ suit section 
the catalog shows a number of outer 
garments, such as soft wool coats 

Sweaters, blouses and skirts follow 
coats. It is interesting to note the num- 
ber of different types of pleats found 
in skirts and how the pleat should ap- 
pear when a skirt is on a live model. 

Following the ladies’ section, there 
is a very interesting section on men's 
clothing. Again a chart is given, to 
show how men’s clothing is measured 
and what the dimensions of a size 
38 suit would be. Frequently I have 
had the complaint from plantowners 
and students that it is very difficult 
for them to convince customers that 
coat sleeves should be rolled. Many 
of their customers insist on creased 
sleeves. I have checked thoroughly 
through the men’s section in this 
catalog. and it is impossible to find a 
topcoat, sack coat o1 sport coat with 
creased sleeves. All are rolled 

As you can see, I am quite enthused 
about this book. I am sure that you 
too, if you study it carefully, will find 
things that will be helpful in training

“How little” condensate a trap will 
handle efficiently is much more im 
portant than “how much.” 

Almost any trap operates satisfac 
torily with plenty of condensate. The 
real problem occurs when traps go 
for long intervals with practically no 
condensate 

Surveys of industrial applications 
show that total trap capacity in an 
average plant is from 20 to 50 times 
the total steam consumption. The av 
erage trap then runs from 2 to 5 
percent of maximum capacity. But 
some traps may operate close to full 
load rating, so it is reasonable to a: 
sume that many function at less than 
1 percent of maximum capacity 

Selecting traps so much oversized 
is not the result of poor practice ol 
lack of understanding. Engineers aré 
simply faced with complex capacity 
problems. For example, they can siz¢ 
drip traps to have enough capacity to 
handle the condensate from the steam 
required to bring the line up to tem 
perature within a given period Or 
they can calculate radiation of the 
bare pipe. The condensate rate deter 
mined by either method 18 then multi 
plied by a safety factor. The trap is 
selected on this basis

Traps suitable for this wide range 
of condensate and pressure are now 
available. The prudent engineer might 
well give careful consideration to 
“how much” his traps will handle 
satisfactorily

The conclusion that there is a need 
for a standard method of rating and 
testing steam traps has considerable 
merit. Trap manufacturers have lately 
made much progress in publishing the 
basis on which they establish rated 
capacities. 

The latest catalogs of nearly all the 
major manufacturers state that pub- 
lished capacities are determined by 
actual tests on condensate at a defi 
nite temperature relative to the satu 
ration temperature at test pressure 
In addition, capacities are defined as 
the maximum continuous discharge 
rates.

Limited Liability 


Where a cleaner has protected himsel! 
against loss of a valuable garment 
through an agreement limiting liability 
to a sum much less than actual value. 
but the customer's insurance company) 
has been compelled to pay full value. 
can the insurance company hold the 
cleaner liable for any sum exceeding the 
valuation placed on the garment by 
agreement between the cleaner and the 
customer? 


Generally, when an insurance co 
pany has been compelled to pay a 
loss due to negligence of a third part 
it can compel that party to reimburs« 
it. In this case, however, according to 
a decision rendered by the U. S. Dis 
trict Court for the Southern District 
ot New York, even if the insurance 
company has to pay the full amount of 
insurance to the insured, it cannot 
compe 1 the cleaner to reimburse it 
for a larger sum than the agreed valu 
ation Fire Association of Philadel 
phia v. Saks & Co Inc 125 Fed 
Supp S74 

The Cast involved the loss ot a mink 
coat that had been left with the de 
fendant for servicing and storage and 
was lost while in the hands of a clean 
ing company for cleaning 

The coat was insured by its owne 
for $5,100 and the insurance com 
pany paid the loss. In consideration of 
a low storage rate, it had been valued 
at $500 when left with the defendant 
Evidently the customer made no claim 
against the defendant, but the insw 
ance company sued to compel the de 
fendant to fully indemnify it. It was 
allowed only $500 

Because the opinion incidentally im 
plies the fairness of an agreement un 
der which a customer knowingly re 
ceives the benefit of low service rates 
in exchange for a low valuation, and 
because the court decided that a cus 
todian of a lost garment is not liable 
to the customer's insurer in a larger 
sum that its liability to the custome:

After mentioning several facts indicating that the cus 
tomer agreed to a low valuation, the court said 

“Finally the storage receipt for the coat, specifying the 
identical policy number and valuation, and indicating 
charges of $10 for storage and $15 for work, was not only 
signed by the customer but also had inscribed thereon ad 
ditional directions in her handwriting. In the face of these 
documents, it cannot be asserted that the customer was 
unaware at all of these times of the valuation of $500 which 
clearly limited the liability of defendant bailee under the 
explicit language of the storage contract set forth in the 
storage receipt itself 

It was of course most reasonable that the customer's valu 
ition in this case be lower than the actual value of the coat 
delivered for storage, repairs, cleaning and glazing. The 
lower the value indicated, the less the storage charge. And 
whether or not customer was aware of that correlation (and 
| find she was she certainly knew that the coat was in 
sured for its full value. Under such circumstances, a speci 
fication of customer's valuation of $500 on a coat worth 
many times more was not at all an improvident bargain for 


the customer 


Noncompetitive Agreement 


When an employee's agreement states that on termination of 
his employment he will not, for a certain time, become an em- 
ployee of a competitor of the employer, does this prevent him 
from establishing a cleaning business of his own? 


No, according to the decision of the New York Supreme 
Court Appellate Division, Second Department, in the case 
ot B & \I ( le mers ind Dvers lic \ Kassan 11S N \ 
Supp Id 1S6 

As we read the rather vaguely worded opinion eft the 
court, Kassan was the “owner” of a route and was called a 
“commissioner” because presumably he operated on a com 
mission basis in dealing with the cleaning company. Che 
parties operated under a union contract which provided 
that if anv commissioner intended to cease having his work 
done by the employer, “and to transfer said work to another 
for any reason whatsoever, he shall not be permitted to do 
so until he shall have communicated his intentions to the 
union and shall have first obtained the consent of both the 
union and the employer, or failing to obtain such consent 
the approval of the impartial chairman 

The court decided that the clause did not apply to a case 
like this one, where the commissioner transfers his cleaning 
work from his employer to himself. So, the court decided 
that the cleaning company was not entitled to an award 
of damages or injunction against Kassan because of what 
he had clone 

By similar reasoning, it would seem that if a business is 
sold under agreement that the seller will not become an 
employee of a competing cleaner, without saying anything 
about establishing a new business of his own, this would not 
prevent him from starting his own business. Or, if the con 
tract merely barred him from starting a business of his own 
this would not prevent him from becoming the employee 
ot a competitor 

Hence the importance, from the standpoint of the buyer 
of an established business or an emplover, ot having the 
contract state in effect that the seller, in the case of a sale, 
or the employee, in the case of employment, will not within 
stated territory and within a stated time engage in the clean- 
ing business as owner, part owner, manager or employee 


of a competing business
